Sovrtn Snort Ramroapv. We learn from the 


Plymouth Memorial, that there has beenquite a 
serious controversy amoug the Stockholders of this 


Corporation growing out of the proposition pre- 
sented at the annual meeting three weeks since to 
terminate the road at Cohasset.

We were only nine davs on our 
run from New York out to the mouth of Tampico

few extreme cases, have nearly or quite made 
good their loss, when it has not exceeded five 
hundred dollars; than which a greater amount 


'has 19 no individual case been awarded. 
‘Cover that,’ said the man, again putting 


The recipients are more than four hundred 


and sixty persons, of whom three hundred and 
fifty are heads of families; so that the whole 
number actually assisted is upward of thirteen 
hoadred and fifty persons. Of the first number, 
three hundred and fifty-six were very destitute, 


and a iarge proportion of them enurely so; 
these received ic money, forty-nine thousand, 


eight hundred and thirty-four dollars. Those 


to whom the remainder was given, had little or 
no available means. Among the first named 
class, were eighty six persons over sixty years 
old. and one hundred and fifty-six females, a 
large proportion of whom are widows. 

The recipients have generally been well sat- 
isfied, and very grateful for yeur bounty bestow- 
ed upon them. Seme few of the recipients, 
as we have since found, were not entitled to 
a-sistance ; but while they have received it 
through false stateurents, they have also re- 
ceived our just rebuke. 

In the distribution of your munificence, we 
have acted independently of the few in our 


community who attempted to control us. Alf 


has been done under our direction. If we have 
not dene right, we alone are to blame. All is 
accounted for, and we believe we have dis- 
pensed it faithfully, and according to the best 
of our abtlity, judicrously ; and so conscious are 
we of integrity of purpose, that it will give us 
pleasure, at any time, to open our books to any 
of the doners, or to give them any other infor- 
mation they may desire. 

Friends,— your generosity and sympathy for 
the distressed, entitle you to our sincere thanks, 
and we bere, for the inhabitants of Nantucket, 
for the recipients of your bounty, and for ours 
selves personaliy, publicly ard heartily tender 
you the same. When hundreds of families 
were without a roof to cover them or a bed to 
lie upon, and very many of them without a 
change of raiment,—when widows and old men 
had been stripped of their all, and had no hopes 
for the future, except such as were founded on

ly enjoin it upon the Supervisors and Selectmen so to manage the 
estate as to be for the best interests of the Town. The school when 
established will be designed for the benefit of the whole Town : and 
any application of the funds contrary to this, would, in the opinion 
of your Committee, be just cause for an action at law for misman- 
agement and thus render the estate liable to forfeiture. 

The Act of Incorporation, which was granted by the Legislature 
of this Commonwealth, Feb. 3d, 1827, under the name of the Super- 
visors of the Adams Temple and School Fund in Quincy, confers 
no special privilege, nor grants any new power not enjoined in the 
deeds of Gift. By it the Town Treasurer for the time being ix 
made Treasurer of the fuud. By it the Supervisors are clothed 
with the authority of law to do and act in relation to the whole sub- 
ject matter contained in the deeds, but nothing more. By it their 
authority to act in relation to the support and maintenance of the 
school, when estalblisbed is made snbject to the action of the town. 
The 8th Section of the Act reads thus— 

Beit further enccted, That tlre Supervisors aforesaid, be, and they 
are hereby authorized upon the erection and establishment of the 
said school, to exercise any authority, and to do and perform pny 
act in relation to the supportand maintenance of the same, as Trus- 
tees forever, which the inhabitants of the town of Quiney may au- 
thorize, or confer upon them: provided the same be not repugnant 
to the laws of the Commouweulth 


The opinion of your Committee therefore is, that a public town 


| school or an Academy, to meet the wants of the town, and to an- 


swer the requirements of the law of this Commonwealth, can be 
erected and established in concert with the one designed by Mr. 
Adams. In this opinion the Supervisors eoncnr, and have express- 
eda willingness and a warm desire to cooperate with the town in 
what they might consider for the best good, to accomplish the de- 
sired object. 

In compliance with your instrnectinns and in aecordance with the 
expressed wish of the Supervisors, we would next call your atten- 
tion to the plan we have procured as a model for a suitable building, 
Ifat first sight it should be thought by any one that we have been 
too liberal in the dimensions or size of this building, we would re- 
spectfully ask such, to listen to the reasons that have influenced 
your Committee. We would say, however. in the first place, that 
the reasons we offer in favor of such a sized building as well as of 
its interior construction, are not only the settled convictions of our 
own judgments, but that of seme of the most enlightened men in 
the Commonwealth. We have spared no pains in procuring a 
model of a good School Honse. We have consulted the best au- 
thorities, ard visited many of the most noted buildings in the State, 

The light of knowledge and science has shown that much of the 
suffering to which mankind have been called to endure is owing to 
a violations of the natural laws of God, and in wo case have these 
laws been more disregarded than in the construction of our Selhool 
Houses, The time was once when most any kind of building was 
deemed sufficient ; no regard was paid to ventilation, heating, nor 
conveniences of any kind, all were crowded together in one small 
room, in violation of Jaw and much to the injury of the children. 
Even our prisons and jaifs were better provided with accommoda- 
tions to make comfortable the convicts and felons, than our School 
Houses were for the innocent children and yenth. 

Our plan presents to you a building of twe stories in height, six= 
ty eight feet long and fifty wide, which we think, in view of the 
present [population of the town, and the prospecta of its future 
growth and prosperity, is no larger than what is or soon will be re- 
quired. Though we might possibly do with less room for a few 
years to come, yet it seems to your Committee that to have no re- 
gard to the immediate fnture in constructing 4 trouse of such dura+ 
ble materials would be, to say the least, very unwise. It would be 
pursuing a policy far different from that pursned in the erection of 
other public buildings. The Congregational Society had an eye to 
the future when they butt tre Stone Temple. So did the citizens 
of Quincy in the erection of the Stone Town Hotise. Your Com- 
mittee, however, are not anxiotls to urge upon the town any pecu- 
liar notions of their own, but would only express the hope that 
whenever an Academy is built, whether it be at the present time or 
at some future day, its interior will be so constructed as to embrace 
all the late improvements of school house architecture, both for con- 
venienre and comfort, health and happiness. 

The interior of the plam. recommended by vonr Committee, ex- 
hibits upon the lower story two good sized room-*,—one for the li- 
brary, the other for the Latin Sctrool,—a small room connected 
with the library room, to be used for a Cabinet or Apparatus room, 
or both; another similar room im connection with the Latin School 
room, to be used as a recitation room or a Committee room as 


| circumstances might require; a vestibule anid’ tWo ante-roome in 


which are the stairs Jeailing to the upper story. Upon the second 
story, it presents one excellent school room, of sufficient dimensions 
to seat eighty four children; two good sized recitation rooms and 
a recitation platform. The front entrance is used only for the 
lower story ; the entrances to the upper story are en each side. 
The exterior of the building is designed to be of rough granite, 
except the trimmings, which are to be fine hamrnered. Tle style 
Italian, neat but not extravagant. and, as will be seen hy the pham 
there will be no pillars or pilasters connected with: it.

| plan! What will tt cost? The estimate we give, was prepared by 


the Architect, G. J. F. Bryant, whose experience and judgment in 
matters of this kind is acknowledged to be very good. He makes 
the cost $18,000. 

This, we are aware, is a great sim to be expended im a singl¢ 
building ; yet we find itis no more considering the materials of 
which it is to be built than what our sister towns have paid. A 
similar building in Lowell, built of brick, cost 218,528 84. The one 
in Newburyport $19,500. Lowell school house is 84 hy 49 feet ; 
Newburyport school house is 55 by 8&5 feet. The difference in

Such an exterior would not awnk- 


en that feeling of gratitude and pleasure iu the minds of our citizens, 

such as every one ouglit to feel when he is reminded of a Hancock 

eran Adams. Such an exterior would not comport -with good 

ausie, neither would it impress the stranger from other States or 

countries. whenever he might visit our ancient town, to view its | 
granite bills, or to admire its varied scenery, or to behold the plece 
that gave birth to some of the most fearless and brave patriots of 

the revolution, with the idea of its fulfilling the sacred object of its 

erection. 

Children admire taste and beauty, and in the language of Mr. 
Mann, the Secretary of the Board of Education, “ how different 
would be the feelings of all the children towards the school and 
through the school towards all other means of elevation and im- 
provement, if frem their earliest days of observation, they were ac- 
customed always to look at the school house and to hear it spoken 
of as among the most attractive objects in the neighborhood.” Jn 
view of these considerations the accompanying plan is recommend- 
ed as the mode! for the building.

Your Committee have compared the above statements with the 
Treasurer's books and find them substantially correct. It appears 
therefore, that the town hes only three thousand dollars in the funds 
towards the erection of this building so much desired.

A few evenings ago was presented a-specta- 
cle, than which, pnowe im ibe lown wus ever 
more interestiug or commendable.

Iwo or three 
hours before the presentation, he was waited on 
with a request to be at his School-toom. Up 
to this time he had been ignorant thal anyloing 
was doing for him, and now he was not told 
what was doing. Cowpiying with the request, 
he fouud his school-room filled with bis friends, 
young and old ; and directly one of his pupils 
entered at the -head of a Welegation and read 
before the Moderator of the meeting the fetlow- 
ing Address. We give it in the entire dress 
with which the young lady who wrote it had 
herself clothed it, (we are told she had not an 
hour's previows notice that she must peu such 
an address) so show ihe public how Mr. Sea- 
ver had taught bis pupils -— 


“ To Mr. Wiliam Scaver > 

* Sm—We have come together this evening 
with hearts filled with grateful emotions 
towards you, for the valuable acquirements we 
have gained through you,a kind and faithful 
teacher. And we sincerely regret that one 
with whom we have been so long and pleas- 
antly associated is aboutto leaveus. But may 
this Goblet, which we would present as a to- 
ken of respect and esteem, serve to caii up the 
pleasant hours which we, as teacher and schol- 
ers, beve passed together. Years may inter- 
vene ere we shall meet again, but, however or 
wherever you may be situated in life, may you 
ever meet with friends as true and hearis as 
sincere as those who now bid you farewell,” 

“ Your memory, sir, is in our hearts enshrin- 
ed. ‘You have done your duty well and well 
you have taught us ours.”

These last lines were inscribed on one side 
of the Goblet, and on the other side, as follows: 


*“ Token of respect and affection presented 
to William Seaver, Esq., by his pupils of the 
South District Grammar School, Quincy, 
March 12th, 1547.” 


The Goblet was of massive silver and cost 
about fifty dollars. Mr. Seaver, overwhelmed 
and for a long time unable to utter a word 
while hardly a dry eve remained in the School- 
room, atiength replied tn sebstance as follows : 

as Recenuly e geuticman was ulltxpeetedly 
surprised-by an aci of noble generosity, and his 
first exclamation was “who ever had such 
friends!” He was not more surprised than J 
am... Three hourssince I knew nothing of this. 
After school, one of the scholars said, * we are 
going to make you a present this eveninzg,”— 
but whe could -have expected a token of affec- 
tion so valuable in itself, so valuable as a me- 
mento of the donors, and doubly dearto me for 
be sentiments inscribed upon it! It will often 
remind me of those with whom I have passed 
so many happy hours, during which, we proba- 
bly have many things to regret. But 1 hope 
we shall ever cherish towards each other féel- 
ings of benevolence, of charity, and of forgive- 
ness, remembering that * To err is human to 
forgive divine.” If 1 have ever been instru- 
mental in your improvement, | have only done 
my duty, and “ you” must bave done “ yours.” 
My richest reward will be to know you are 
respecied, prosperous and happy. Accept my 
sincere thanks, individually, for this proof of 
your confidence and esteem. Ii is as accepta- 
ble as it was unexpecied.” 


The moderator, Mr. John Glover, Jr., after a 
few brief remarks as follows, dissolved the 
meeting = 

My jfriends—Parents and Children of the 
District—The occasion which has called us 
together is both pleasurably and painfully in- 
teresting. You make a demonstration of grat- 
itude and affection towards the worthy man 
who has so long and so ably served you,—this 
is pleasurable. You bestow upon him this 
Goblet as a memento; a token of the affection 
and gratitude you entertain for his valuable 
services. You anticipate a separation,—this is 
painfal. 

The ocoasion brings also painfully te mind 
the unworthy strife raised by an officious few 
who have at last so prevailed over the minds of 


ihe whole, that, by a majority of one vote, not of 


the parents who habe children under his care, 
but of the legal voters of the District, Mr. 
Seaver is to be dismissed. We must part with 
him. No sacrifice, ne generosity, not even the 
liberal bestowal of the money paid him as sal- 
ary, to bire a music master for the School, nor 
the gratuitous devotion of almost all his eve- 
nings at the School-room to teach his pupils 
penmanship could soften the relentless heart of 
party strife; he aust go. We lament his loss 
but here we must stop. Let me emphatically 
exhor: you, children, barbor ne resentment. 
Hold up the hands of your future master, who- 
ever he may be. Obey him, honor him, re- 
spect his wishes as you have done those of mas- 
ter Seaver. Contribute all ia your power to 
make the life of your teacher happy. Show 
to those who have torn from you the master 
you most loved and who has done so much to 
merit your gratitude, that he has culiivated in 
you maniy, generous and magnanimous dispo- 
sitions, and thus make them ashamed of their 
ter if they have been ungenerous towards 
im.

Again, 
if the responsibility of the vessel were for the 
fulfilment of the contract of the master, if exist- 
ing at all, was considered like that of a surety 
for the master, being collateral, though it is not 
so strong as that, how incumbent would it be 
to. resort to the surety early, and not sleep over 
his claims, till the original debtor becomes in- 
solvent, and the interests of the owners have 
changed? The United States laws, as to sure- 
ties of deputy posimasters, on account of the 
dancer of injury to them by long delays, ex- 
pressly exonerate them, if ihe principal be not 
sued in two years after the debt is liquidated. 
So in courts of equity, sureties, are ofien exon- 
erated by negligence as to the principals, or 
giving them new and extraordinary forbear- 
ance, if the liability over has been injured or 
lost by the principal becoming insolvent, after 
the usual credit or agreed delay expired, or 
after the claim ought to have been enforced 
according to the ordinary course of bu-iness 
and its usages. 

There is another ground of defence under 
positive preceden's, which might be urged so far 


as regards the new owner in the ship and his 
jnterests in common eazce Bin few nent 
tor valuable consideration without notice, for 


aucht which appears, of this secret outstanding 
trust, and usually would hold property, thas 
purchased, exonerated from such a trust. This 
would be correct in relation to trusts on land, 
growing out of parol agreements. So in mort- 
gages of personal property not recorded, where 
they are required to be recorded. But in case 
of liens like this, it deserves more consideration 
before I could allow it to prevail, even as to 
that purchaser, if the want of notice stood as 
the only answer to this claim, so much like a 
bottomry claim, and of which a record or notice 
is not necessary, 

On the whole facts, the nearest precedent 
which ] have fonnd is this. In the case of a 
lien on a vessel by a bottomry bond, created 
July 14, 1796, and to take effect on the arrival 
of the vessel in Europe. She went thither, 
and returned here Sept. 23th, 1796; but she 
was not then arrested or libelled to pay it, and 
it was delayed till the 19h January, 1798, be- 
tween which periods she hid made two voy- 
ages, and been attached by creditors. It was 
held that the lien had thus become discharged. 
Blaine v Ship Charles Carter et al. (4 Cranch, 
328) But this was less delay than has occur- 
here ; Justice Story says, in Notes to 
Abbott on Shipping, 539. that the rale would 
be similar in a dien for wages as in a beltomry 
lien.
